NE of the few old Southern | 
() romes which has been pre-| 


served in its Colonial simplici- | 
ty, is the boyhood home of 8S. H.| 
Curlee, president of a Washington | 
avenue firm, which came into his | 
possession several years ago, after | 
another family had lived there a 
number of years. The old home is. 
at Corinth, Miss. | 

The house, which even before the 
Civil War was considered a’ beau- 
tiful example of the style of archi- 
tecture of those days, now is one 
of the show places of Corinth and 
is viewed by hundreds of tourists 
who pass the town on the way to 
the Shiloh Battlefield, nearby. 

All of the other old homes there 
have been “modernized,” their 
straight and simple lines destroyed 
by the addition of. cupolas and 
other ornamenta) features such as 
have been in vogue more recently. 
This has been done also, in other 
sections of the South. 

The old Curlee home, however, 
has never been changed. It nestles 
beneath the dark green leaves of 
towering magnolia trees like a 
cameo in its setting, almost the 
same now as before the war. 


NOTHER family got possession 
A: the house, soon after the 
™ death of Mr, Curlee’s father, 
when his mother, in in be to have 
engugh money for the children to 
get at least a basic education, was 


forced to sell the old home. Curlee, 
who now is one of the wealthiest 
St. Louisans, went to work at this 
time, when 9 years old, as a soda 
fountain boy in a Corinth drug 
store. His first salary was 75 cents 
a week, 

Even then he was determined to 
get the old home back again, and 
this feelmg grew as he came to 
manhood and began earning more 
money. He began. trying to buy 
the place as soon as he became 
financially able, but the owners 
were reluctant to sell. They final- 
ly were persuaded to turn the old 
home back, after Mr. Curlee made 


T 


a number of trips to Corinth. 

It required a year’s work to re- 
store the interior and exterior of 
the home to its original condition. 
Artists and interior decorators 
were brought from New York and 
a good many thousands of dollars 
were spent before Curlee was satis- 
fied with the job. Now the old 
place is just as near like it was 
when Curlee was a boy as it 1s 
possible to make it. 

The interior of the home now 
fs like a setting from an ante bel- 
lum movie. The rooms are 20 feet 
high, in keeping with the custom 
of having high ceilings to permit 
free ventilation during the warm 
summer. days. Through the center 
of the house runs a wide hallway. 
the rear entrance of which looks 
out upon a garden filled with flow- 
ers. 

Practically all of the furniture 
in the old home hag been in the 
Curlee family for a number of 
years, some of it dating back to 
pre-Revolutionary times.

Dangers From Electricity

that one is rarely if 
cases in which death does not Ooc- 
cur outright, whether the current 
stops the heart or the !ungs, every 
sufferer has an excellent chance of 
recovery if the rescuers will only 
continue long enough with artifi- 
cial respiration. 

The first thing to remember is 
never to touch a victim who is still 
in contact with the supply, Many 
deaths and lesser accidents have 
been caused by people throwing 
themselves at a person who has 
been rendered unconscious by an 
electric current and trying to pull 
him away. 

A person in contact is a live wire 
and the current must be cut off be- 
fore he may be touched. 

If it is impossible to interrupt 
the current attempts at rescue may 
be made with a piece of dry wood 
or dry rope, but the utmost care 
must be taken that anything used 
is a nonconductor. 

It sometimes happens that a vic- 
tim, as, for instance, a boy who 
has been climbing about the roof 
imprudently 


be suspended in midair, although 
quite unconscious, by the tension 
of his electrically contracted mus- 
cles. Naturally, if the current is 
broken he will fall, and so it should 
be left flowing until some arrange- 
ment is made to break his descent. 

When the victim has been re- 
moved from contact with the cur- 
rent he should be laid on his back 
and all tight clothing loosened. 
D’Arsonval, an authority on elec- 
trical accidents. has stated that 
an electrocuted person must be 
treated like a drowned one. Not 
a moment should be lost in fussing 
or examination, but artificial res- 


'piration should be commenced im- 


mediately. 

The best method of artificial 
respiration, according to Zimmern 
(Bruyelle Medicale), is that of 
Schaefer, by which it is not neces- 
sary to draw out the _ victitm’s 
tongue. This method also imposes 
far less muscular strain on the 
rescuer than any of the others.

The rescuer sits 
or kneels across his legs, facing in 
the same direction, places his 
hands on the lower ribs and presses 
downward with the weight of his 
body so as to expel the air from 
the lungs. He should continue to 
press and let go in the same 
rhythm—remempber the rhythm— 
as that of normal breathing. 
About 18 times a minute. 

A young physician called Panis 
an apparatus some years 
ago to enable a rescuer to per- 
form this rhythmical compression 
on the thorax of a smothered man 
by moving a lever. This igs a great 
advance on the simple manual 
method, as one man can continue 
to work the lever for hours if a 
second rescuer jis not forthcoming. 

The effort required is negligible. 
This apparatus is already in use in 
a great many hospitals, first-aid 
stations and factories in Europe. 
In some instances it is compulsory 
wherever asphyxia or electrocution 
is possible. 

Finally, the rescuer must con- 
tinue artificial respiration until 
the victim shows positive and un- 
mistakable signs of either recovery 
or death. Naturally, a doctor 
should always be summoned, and 
no victim should be given up save 
On a doctor’s responsibility. Dr.

Get a pound and a half of lambs’ 
sweetbreads, blanch them in cold 
water five or 10 minutes, drain and 
put on in fresh cold water. adding 
a teaspoonful of salt, to parboil for 
15 minutes. Drain. blanch again 
in cold water for two minutes, then 
drain. Dip the breads in beaten 
egg. then roll in very fine crumbs 
or dust thickly with flour Fry 
slowly in butter. drain and serve 
on a hot dish with a smooth, highly 
seasoned tomato sauce in a sauce 
boat. Garnish with lemon quar- 
ters and pafsley. 

Again the sweetbreads may be 
parboiled as already directed and 
then they may be sauted in butter, 
seasoned with pepper, salt and a 
little onion juice. with a quarter- 
pound of fresh mushrooms.

Take a half pound of calf’s liver 
and boil until tender.
